sued by the International Committee of 
Young Men's Christian Associations, I 
learn the following 


"One-sixth of our population are be- 


tween the ages of 16 and 40. Two-thirds 
of the inmates of prisons In one of our 
largest slates are men, and of these two- 
thirds are under 26 years of age. In one 
state prison, out of 1000 men (none boys) 
the average age was 24. Saloons, beer 
gardens, billiard halls, theatres, and other 
worse places of evil resort, are fitted up 
with a special view io attract voung men, 
and are patronized particularly by them. 
A theatre in one of our largest cities was 
destroyed lately when full of people. Of 
308 bodies found in the ruins, over one- 
half were those of young men under % 
years of age. In Sabbath services, at 
both Church and Sunday School, the 
young men, as a rule, are conspicuously 
few. 
In church prayer meetings most of 


the attendant* are ladies, and the rest el- 
derly men. In a recent Sunday School 
celebration, in which MOO Sunday School 
scholars were present, four fifths were 
women and girls— not a do/en young men 
as scholars, and but very few as teachers 


If the above startling facts be true, and 


1 doubt them not, ought not some special 
effort be made to reach the young men of 
our;city» I am heartily in sympathy with 
the T. M. C. A. of Deratur and will be 
glad to further their interests in every 
way possible. As pastor of one of Un- 
churches I have determined to preacff a 
sermon to the young on the first Sabbath 
evening of each month during the winter.
